Subject -.—Devaluation of Krona iDenmftrk Currency)—Consequential reduction In the 
rupee value of import licence. 

No. 183-rrC(PN>/67. —As a result of devaluation of the ‘Krona’ (Denmark currency) 
with effect from 21st November. 1967, It has been decided to reduce the rupee value of 
imi^rt licences issued against Danish Credit before 21st November-. 1967 and which re¬ 
mained unutilised wholly or partially on 21st November, 1967. The procedure to be 
fpUowed in this regard is indicated below. 

2. In the case of import licences issued against Danish Credit, the c.i.f. rupee value 
as shown in the licences will stand automatically reduced for the purpose of clearance end 
remittance to the extent of eight per cent (8%) of that portion of the’Value of the licence 
which has not been utUised before 21st November, 1967. The unutilised value for the 
purpose of clearance will be judged from the Customs copy of the licence; and the un¬ 
utilised value for the purpose of remittance" will be Judged from the Exchange Control 
copy of the licence. 

3. The reduction in value in the Customs copy of the licence will be recorded by the 
Customs Authorities when the licensee produces to them his licence at the time of clear¬ 
ance of the next consignment, .Similarly, reduction in value in the Exchange Control 
copy of the licence will be recorded by an authorised dealer in foreign exchange at the 
time of the next remittance. 

Subject; —Devaluation of Newzealand dollar—Consequential reduction in the rupee value 
of import licence. 

No. 184-ITC(PN)/67.—^As a result of devaluation of the Newzealand dollar with effect 
from 22nd November, 1967, it has been decided to reduce the rupee value of Import 
I'cenccs issued specifically for import from Newzealand before 22nd November, 1967 
and which remained unutilised wholly or partially on 22nd. November. 1967,, The pro¬ 
cedure to be followed in this regard is indicated below. 

2. In the case of import licences issued specifically for import from Newzealand, the 
c.i.f. rupee value as shown in the licences will stand automatically reduced for the purpose 
of cle^raijce and remittance to the extent of twenty per cent (or one fiftl)) of that portion 
of the value of the licence which has riot bfecn utilised before 22nd Notferpber, 1967. 
The unutilised value for the purpose of clearance will be judged;from the Customs Copy 
of the licence; and the unutilised value for the purpose of remittarice will be judged from 
the Exchange Control Copy of the licence. 

3. The reduction in value in the Cmitoms copy of the licence will be recorded by the 
Customs Authorities when the licensee produces to them his licence at the time of 
clearance of the next consignment. Similarly, reduction in value in the Exchange Control 
Copy of the licence will be recorded by an authorised dealer in foreign exchange at the 
time of the next remittance.
